WHEN THE FLOWERS OPEN THEIR 
MOUTHS, I hear the century past. An 
Iowa midsummer at the family farm. A 
distant machine and long-ago voices 
beneath a low, smothering heat. I hear 
picnics on quilts beside the cottonwood 
grove. “They” are hollyhocks, and they 
are the oldest storytellers in my garden. 

Knowing their roots evokes such 
connections. But despite their nostalgic 
force, they came to me quite simply: a 
scatter of pebbly black seeds rattly and 
dry in a torn paper envelope. 

“From the Philby farm,” Dad said. 
Thus, the ancestry was passed on. They 
rooted in my yard with a swagger of 
heritage amid many fresh faces. 

This cross-pollination of old and 
new appeals to us, and it happens 
indoors, too. The Dickersons show on 
page 23 how they drew a new lifestyle 
into an 1890s Nebraska farmhouse. On 


page 52, we play with new expressions 
for vintage florals. And Hattie Purtelfs 
Wisconsin landscape (page 64) reveals 
how fresh plantings and happy ancient 
earth meld into a beautiful circle of life. 

My yard is too new to showcase a full 
circle of life like Hattie’s. I’m still 
working on a half loop. But it’s coming 
along. A swamp oak grows so quietly 
and steadfastly that I’ve just noticed it’s 
old enough to cast a five-o’clock shadow. 
It is growing up! And I am proud. 

There are the daisies— gorgeous— 
and the rabbit tunnels— egregious. 

And there’s the rhubarb, scoffing, 
big-leaved and sprawled as though on a 
recliner. No matter how many times I 
moved it, it thrived. Now it lounges by 
my mulch bin, big as a shrub in leaves 
and attitude, attracting all the neigh- 
bors with sweet dreams of jam. 

Some plants I don’t remember 
planting. (If that’s a weed, for instance, 
I will know when it blooms.) Some, like 
the expensive tender-fronded low- 
lying one selected as a keystone near 
the pond, promptly curled up and died 
before we even exchanged names. 

But I always come back to the holly- 
hocks. They anchor my efforts. Blooms 
climb the sturdy spine like a time line, 
lower ones spent and petaled back to 
soil, middle ones lush, top ones yet to 
be. Mine grow errantly by my pergola, 
as if they’ve waggled out to where they 
prefer. Amid all the 
other foliage of now 
and what’s to be, they 
cluster anew for a 
chat. Because the 
real beauty is that 
there are more 
stories, always.

Stepping off the ferry for the Mackinac Island Lilac Festival is 
like walking into a second spring. While most Midwest lilac 
blooms are gone by late May thousands of them are bursting 
with color on this nostalgic Michigan island. For those wanting 
to extend the season, a visit is a too-good-to-be-true getaway. 


SCENTS OF TIME 
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SIMPLY PUT, YOU'VE NEVER EXPERIENCED LILACS LIKE THIS. 

Those beloved blooms that inspire us to throw open 
windows for a whiff at home offer a near total-immersion 
experience on Mackinac Island at the meeting of Lakes 
Michigan and Huron in northern Michigan. 

“They don’t grow like this anywhere else in the world /’ 
lilac specialist Jeff Young tells a group of tourists encir- 
cling the nearly 20-inch-diameter lilac trunk outside one 
of the island’s Victorian cottages. “The island has lilacs 
that can grow 40 feet tall and are more than 100 years old.’’ 

Lilacs arrived here with New England settlers then later 
with wealthy homeowners who planted the pink, blue, 
white and lavender bloomers to appeal to tourists. The 
shrubs took to Mackinac’s cold winters. Great Lakes 
breezes and limestone much like the million annual 
tourists have taken to the island’s century-old flavor, horse- 
or-bicycle-only transportation and irresistible fudge. 

The Lhac Festival celebrates that fortuitous pairing for 
10 days each June. But the highlight is simply walking down 
streets fragrant wnth pastel panicles. “It’s just intoxicating,’’ 
says local landscape designer Jack Barnwell, who plants 
hundreds of lilacs with his crew each year. “The town and 
Fort Mackinac are covered with a canopy of hlacs.’’ 

Even if blossoms aren’t at their peak (blooms last up to 
three weeks, with early-, mid- and late-blooming vari- 
eties), it’s the perfect time to savor the sight of lilacs beside 
the blue of the Great Lakes without summer crowds.

In photos, the sea caves of the 
Apostle Islands National Lakeshore 
look like lacy decorations at the 
base of the layer cake of red, black 
and gold sandstone bluffs towering 
over Lake Superior just outside 
Bayfield, Wisconsin. But from the 
low vantage point of my kayak, the 
caves have the soaring, echoing 
majesty of a cathedral nave.

Under the care of guides from Living Adventure outfitters, my husband, Rob, and I paddle 
our tandem kayak under towering stone arches and around rocky castoffs where start-up 
forests have taken root. Our paddles splashing in concert, we follow the undulating shore- 
line and, in a hollow, find a narrow sea cave. I paddle forward, until Rob grabs the sides of 
the cave to pull our kayak, hand over hand, deeper into the Earth. We float in the shadows, 
listen to the water lap against the rough walls, crane our necks to catch a glimpse of the 
slip of blue sky above, and believe, for just a second, that we’ve uncovered a secret. 

The Apostle Islands National Lakeshore, a nearly 70,000-acre 
preserve, covers 12 miles of cave-studded shoreline along a peninsula 
jutting into Lake Superior. The preserve also includes 21 of the 22 Apostle 
Islands, which scatter out from the peninsula like skipped stones. (Some 
200 souls inhabit the archipelago member Madeline Island, making it 
ineligible for national lakeshore status.) The heart of this region is 
Bayfield, a sophisticated outpost of 400-plus residents hidden between 
a blanket of northern forest and the sweeping inland sea. About 85 miles 
east of Duluth, Minnesota, the town draws travelers yearning to kayak to 
the caves or the islands, to hike through the trees, or to simply enjoy an 
evening stroll down Ba 5 dield’s corridor of culture, Rittenhouse Avenue. 

Rehabbed Queen Anne Victorians and freestanding brick businesses line steeply 
sloped Rittenhouse Avenue, a six-block reprieve from the wilderness, that ends at the 
Apostle Islands Marina. This avenue is where Rob and I find Ethel’s at 250, a light-filled, 
gleaming-wood restaurant in a green-sided Victorian where owner Sally Heytens greets

locals by name. We relax into comfortable seats and refuel on smoked trout crostini (slath- 
ered with a lemony-basil sauce) and hearty lasagna swimming in spicy-sweet marinara. 
When conversation wanes, we watch Bayfield through the plate-glass windows: a stream 
of kayak-topped Subarus navigating to and from the lake; shoppers carrying bags filled 
with fine linens from Joanne’s Scandinavian, tomes of local history from Apostle Islands 
Booksellers or whole beans from Big Water Coffee Roasters; music-lovers gathered 
outside the red Big Top Chautauqua box office building, waiting for the free shuttle to 
carry them to the evening’s entertainment. 

The Chautauqua is a nod to the early-1900s traveling tent-city universities that brought 
lectures, concerts, plays and prayer meetings to smaller cities across the country— a sort 
of thinking man’s county fair. Bayfield’s modern take stays in one place, but it rises and 
falls with the seasons. A striped circus tent goes up each May (and comes down each 
October) over a stage in a clearing hemmed by stands of sugar maple, hemlock and pine 
trees outside Bayfield’s city limits. 

We join the music fans on the shuttle to see fiddlers Natalie MacMaster and Donnell 
Leahy play under the big top— an appropriately down-home event for a tent concert in 
the woods. The 900-plus seats are somewhat ragtag (Rob and I find ours on a reclaimed 
church pew; others look like cushioned stadium seats), but we drink in our two-hour 
education on reels and jigs infused with Scottish and bluegrass spirit.

PADDLE 

THROUGH 

Arches and caves 
pepper the 
mainland's 
lakeshore. 





As our trip progresses, we find ourselves settling into a rhythm like the lake’s waves. 
We’re drawn away from Ba 3 dield to seek the secrets of this remote corner of the world 
and pulled back for the comforts of civilization. A ferry carries us to the minuscule collec- 
tion of vacation homes, restaurants and artists studios that is La Pointe, Wisconsin, on 
Madeline Island. The town feels like a compromise between nature and civilization, the 
constant lush curtain of trees standing proud behind Woods Hall Craft Shop— a gallery 
and workshop for regional artists that’s part of an island church— and Island Carvers, the 
home-slash-studio of wood-carvers Ken Peterson and Chris Thompson. And the trees 
aren’t far from Tom’s Burned Down Cafe, a come-as-you-are watering hole built on the 
burned remains of Leona’s Cafe. (“Quirky” describes the finished product: industrial-tarp 
ceilings, wooden floors, hand-painted signs, a landlocked sailboat and tattooed staff.) 

But it’s uncompromising nature that draws us to Big Bay State Park on the eastern side 
of the island. We hike a dirt path along a rocky bluff, the lake stretching to the horizon on 
one side of us, a forest of white pine to the other. Rob asks me to take his picture next to 
one soaring tree, but I can’t get it to work. To get the lowest branches in the frame, I have 
to pull back so far that his face becomes a blur at the bottom of the photo. Instead, I take 
his picture standing at the edge of a giant slab of stone, the lake behind him as wUd and 
blue as an ocean. We’re 6 mhes and a ferry ride from platters of fresh whitefish and pints 
of locally brewed beer in Bayfield’s The Pickled Herring Pub, but standing on this preci- 
pice, it feels like we’ve found the edge of the world.

On a warm summer night, 
it feels like everyone. Families fill 
Target Field to see the Minnesota 
Twins play baseball and to nosh 
sausages from local deli Kramarczuk’s. 
Fans without tickets climb to rooftop 
bars at places like Cowboy Jacks to 
watch the game on the big-screen and 
hear the crack of the bat and the crowd's 
roar. If music is more your style, join 
students from the nearby University of 
Minnesota at the gritty, indie-focused 
First Avenue (just call it First Ave) to 
discover new bands, or see big-name 
acts at Target Center (Billy Joel plays 
here on May 16). For dining, there are 
more worthy restaurants than we can 
list; we especially like the lush lobster 
rolls at Smack Shack; the crisp-crusted 
meatball, ricotta and garlic pizza from 
Black Sheep; and the rum-rubbed pork 
ribs from Butcher and the Boar.

The Green 
Line runs under the wing of a surreal 
metal castle: the Weisman Art Museum, 
a free museum housing works by Georgia 
O’Keeffe, Roy Lichtenstein and Marsden 
Hartley. If modern isn’t your speed, go 
old-school at the midcentury Bell 
Museum of Natural History, where a 
touch- and-see gallery lets visitors hold a 
mammoth tusk and see how they 
measure up to a Kodiak bear. Classic 
collegiate scenes surround the museums: 
Young adults lounging on long stretches 
of green grass or playing Frisbee around 
giant sculptures. (Some three dozen 
pieces of public art dot the East Bank and 
the West Bank.) Students congregate in 
the triangle created by University 
Avenue, Washington Avenue and Oak 
Street, where casual eateries beckon. 
Punch Neapolitan Pizza and My Burger 
dish their namesake eats; Stub and Herbs 
serves pub food in a casual bar setting;

In capital city Saint Paul, the Green 
Line's eastern terminal sits outside 
Union Depot, a restored Beaux Arts 
building that's as much community 
center as transit hub. (Transfer to buses 
and catch Amtrak trains, or take 
advantage of a bike-share program here.) 
Glittering chandeliers, transportation- 
theme murals and a restaurant have 
brought life to the once-overlooked space. 
Three blocks away, peaceful Mears Park 
fills a city block at the heart of 
Lowertown, a residential neighborhood 
full of laid-back restaurants. Locals like 
The Bulldog bar for shuffleboard, burgers 
and Belgian brews; Barrio bills itself as a 
tequila bar, but it’s a standout taqueria, 
too. The 10th Street and Central stations 
grant access to a pocket of densely 
packed cultural institutions: the 
Minnesota History Center, the 
Minnesota Children’s Museum, the 
Science Museum of Minnesota and the 
newly expanded Ordway Center for the 
Performing Arts, where the Saint Paul 
Chamber Orchestra and the Minnesota 
Opera perform. They all sit in the shadow 
of the Minnesota State Capitol, closest to 
the Capitol station. Free tours of the 
building end May 18, when the legislature 
returns to session, but you can always see 
the rooftop quadriga (a statue of four 
horses puUing a chariot). Chenille chairs 
and down comforters ensure a comfy stay 
at elegant The Saint Paul Hotel. M>i

ANYTHING, IT’S TO CARE EOR THE EARTH UNDER HER EEET

BEFORE HATTIE PURTELL AGREED to buy her Wisconsin 
property, she grabbed a shovel. “We lived farther down 
the road, and I’d walk by here and covet this river- 
bottom land,” Hattie says of the 5-acre lot where she 
now lives with her husband, Ted. “But before we put in 
a bid, I came down with a shovel. We’d lived on clay for 
15 years, and I’d put a lot of time and effort into that sod. 
I certainly didn’t want to sell it and buy more clay.” 

Fortunately, Hattie hit loamy pay dirt— though she 
much prefers the term earth. (“Why do people call it 
dirt?” she asks with indignation. “It’s earth! It should 
be respected as the key to everything!”) 

One look around Hattie’s lush vegetable, prairie and 
flower gardens is convincing. Cabbages grow larger 
than beach balls, raspberries rocket for the sky and a 
volunteer pumpkin vine rises from the hay bale-lined 
compost pile like an otherworldly species on steroids. 
“People want instant success, and they buy large plants 
and plunk them in the ground,” Hattie says. “But that’s 
not where to invest your money and time. If the earth 
isn’t nurtured, your garden is growing on empty. A 
plant’s health and ability to resist pests is dependent on 
the nutrients present in the sod.” 

For Hattie, the desire to nurture land and wildlife 
runs as deep as her ongoing wish to learn. In her 50s, 
she returned to college to become a botanist. In her 60s, 
she studied biodynamic agriculture methods in the 
book Rudolf Steiner: A Biographical Introduction for 
Farmers. In her 70s, she traveled for one weekend a 
month to attend workshops at the Pfeiffer Center in 
New York— a practicing biodynamic farm devoted to 
teaching those principles.

Organic gardening practices form the core of 
biodynamics, which views each garden or property as 
one living organism in which all the plants, animals, 
insects and soil work together to be self-sustaining. 

“The idea is to create your own compost, rotate 
crops and, when you have a pest or disease issue, to 
make your own spray remedies,” Hattie says. “It’s a big 
circle of life, and round and round you go.” 

As she learned, Hattie added cold frames, a beehive 
and a chicken coop for hens that eat pests and 
contribute droppings that go back into the garden. She 
also started vermicomposting, budding a cinder-block- 
wall area in the garage to house earthworms that 
produce nutrient-rich castings from fruit and vegetable 
waste. Near the chicken coop, she grows plants like 
stinging nettles that are useful in biodynamic mixtures 
that can be sprayed to boost photosynthesis in the 
plants and microbes in the soil. In the veggie gardens, 
she rotates crops, composts with each new planting, 
and adds herbs and flowers to attract beneficial insects. 

The sense of harmony that biodynamics brought to 
the rest of her property also pervades the perennial 
beds she and Matt Kastell of Monches Gardens 
recently designed. The two started by sitting in the 
future flowerbed sipping tea and imagining a peaceful 
space. “We just decided where we wanted sod paths, 
and the flowerbeds just fell off of the paths,” Matt says. 
“It’s more about the spirit of the place when you’re 
designing out in the garden as opposed to being indoors 
and drawing it.” 

Walking down one of the new paths, Hattie concurs. 
“When you design on paper, you can draw seven circles 
for those trees,” she says, pointing to some natives 
beside the pond, “but you can’t feel them.” 

Playing off the existing cedar pergola allee. Matt 
added a second cedar pergola covered with Dutchman’s- 
pipe vine by the patio pond and two large willow 
benches. Throughout the natural-style flowerbeds. 
Matt and Hattie worked with existing native trees— no 
matter how “scrappy.” 

“Not everyone gets it,” Hattie says with a laugh as 
she discusses her gardening methods. “Once one of 
Ted’s friends came out and said, ‘Ted, now you can cut 
down those trees and clean it up so you can have a view 
to the river.’ But my husband simply said, ‘You don’t 
understand my wife.’”

Here’s to good 
health 

Follow these five steps to 
nurture your garden’s ability 
to resist pests and diseases. 
Select the best Don't use 
seeds that are dried up or 
stunted; weed out slow- 
growing plants that won't 
thrive. Save seeds (go to 
Iowa's seedsavers.org for 
instructions), or buy from a 
biodynamic source, such as 
turtLetreeseed.org. 

Invite beneficial bugs 
Attract bees that'll pollinate 
plants and insects like 
ladybugs and praying mantis 
that’ll prey on pests. Begin by 
adding flowering herbs rich in 
pollen and nectar, such as 
catmint, verbena. Lavender 
and nasturtium. Grow several 
in a central spot or add a few 
around the base of fruit and 
vegetable plants. 

Rotate crops Don’t grow as 
much as you can by using 
fertilizers to force growth. 
You'll get healthier, tastier 
produce if you rotate crops 
annually to avoid nutrient 
deficiencies. For instance, 
tomatoes and potatoes make 
high demands on a soil’s 
nutrients, whereas peas and 
beans actually help restore 
the earth’s fertility. 

Compost Any attempt to add 
decomposed leaves, grass 
clippings, eggshells and other 
organic matter will jump-start 
the vitality of your garden. 
Use field sprays Mixtures of 
manure and plants (Like 
horsetail, nettles and oak 
bark) boost compost, nurture 
soil and protect plants from 
pests and disease. Buy sprays 
at Jpibiodynamics.org.

German and Angelica Tejeda 
of Tamale's Industry in Des 
Moines demystify the famous 
corn-husk bundles. 

Let’s start with the corn stuff 
inside. All tamales (tuh-MAH- 
lays) contain a base of masa, 
which is Spanish for dough. 
Most people make their masa 
with purchased masa harina 
(corn flour), but we soak dried 
corn in lime ourselves and 
grind it. Even my mom in 


Mexico says no one does it 
this way now. 

And the filling that goes on 
the masa? Pork or chicken is 
popular, but it’s regional. On 
the Pacific Coast, they put in 
shrimp. In Sonora, they do beef 
with olives andjalapehos. 
When we came here, we did 
spinach. With sour cream and 
green salsa, it’s delicious. 

How do you roll it? Soak the 
husks in water to soften them, 
put on the masa and filling, 
fold over the long sides and 
fold over one end. We leave 


one end open and steam them 
upright. You can tie them, but 
we don’t because it takes too 
Long! 

Be honest. You must see 
people get confused about 
how to eat tamales, right? 

Oh yeah, we’ve seen people 
try and eat it out of the husk 
like a banana, or the biggest 
thing is we see a lot of people 
sit here and put salsa right on 
the top of the husk. You have 
to open the tamal’* first! 

*Yep, in Spanish the singular is 
tamal.

Kansas City: creative culture 

One of Claes Oldenburg’s contemporary sculptures, 
Shuttlecocks, sits outside The Nelson-Atkins 
Museum of Art near Rodin’s 1880 The Thinker. That 
juxtaposition of modern humor and serious tradition 
represents KC’s cultural scene in a tangible way. 

Five minutes from the Nelson-Atkins, the Kemper 
Museum of Contemporary Art’s lineup includes 
works by de Kooning and Mapplethorpe. Then 
there’s the mix of highbrow and shopping in the 
1922 Spanish-style Country Club Plaza, featuring 
several of the city’s signature fountains. But it’s the 
skyline that gets the attention (when there isn’t a 
performance on) beyond the mostly glass facade at 
the Kauffman Center for the Performing Arts. That 
view takes in the 217-foot-tall Liberty Memorial 
Tower at the National World War 1 Museum.

MEXICAN NIGHT 

Sweet Potato and 
Black Bean Enchiladas 

HANDS ON 35 minutes 
TOTAL 1 hour 20 minutes 

cup finely chopped onion 
2 teaspoons vegetable oil 
1^2 teaspoons chili powder 
1 teaspoon unsweetened cocoa powder 
1 19-ounce can enchilada sauce 
2^4 cups peeled and cubed sweet potato 
^/3 cup fresh or frozen whole kernel corn, 
thawed 

1 15-ounce can black beans, rinsed and 

drained 

2 cups fresh spinach, chopped 

^2 cup finely chopped fresh cilantro 
3^2 teaspoon ground cumin 
teaspoon garlic powder 
1/^2 cups Shredded sharp Cheddar cheese, 
divided 

Vegetable oil, for frying 
lO 6-inch corn tortillas 
Thinly sliced green onions 
Sour cream 

L Preheat oven to 400°. For sauce: In a 
medium saucepan, cook onion in 
2 teaspoons hot oil over medium heat for 
2 to 3 minutes or until just tender; add 
chili powder and cocoa, stirring to coat. 
Stir in enchilada sauce. Bring to boiling; 
reduce heat. Simmer, uncovered, for 
10 minutes, stirring occasionally. Reduce 
heat to low, cover and keep warm. 

2 . For filling; In a medium saucepan, 
cover sweet potato with cold water. Bring 
to boiling; reduce heat. Simmer, uncov- 
ered, for 20 minutes or until tender when 
pierced with a fork, adding corn during 
the last 3 minutes of cooking. Drain 
well. Transfer to a large bowl; add beans. 
Slightly mash the mixture with a fork. 
Fold in the spinach, cilantro, cumin and 
garlic powder. Stir in % cup of the cheese. 

3 . Heat a medium skillet over medium 
heat; add enough oil to coat the bottom. 
Flash fry each tortilla until flexible, 
about 5 seconds per side, adding oil as 
necessary. Divide the filling among the 
tortillas. Roll up and place side by side, 
seam-side down, in a greased 2-quart 
rectangular baking dish. 

4 . Lightly brush the tops with 34 cup 
sauce. Bake, uncovered, for 20 to 

25 minutes, or until heated through. Pour 
sauce over the enchiladas (how much 


depends on how saucy you like them) 
and bake for 5 minutes more. Top with 
remaining cheese and the green onions. 
Let stand 10 minutes before serving with 
sour cream. Makes 10 servings.

Horchata 

Traditionally, this sweet drink is made 
by soaking rice (and sometimes blanched 
almonds, too) overnight in water, then 
pureeing and straining the mixture. Our 
shortcut version uses purchased rice milk, 
and we could barely tell it apart from the 
real deal in side-by-side tests. A combo of 
almond and rice milk would also be good. 
TOTAL 15 minutes 

4 cups unsweetened rice milk 
y4 cup sugar 
1 3-inch cinnamon stick 
34 teaspoon almond extract 
Ice cubes 

In a large saucepan, bring rice milk, sugar, 
cinnamon stick and almond extract to a 
simmer over medium heat. Cook, stirring, 
until sugar dissolves and mixture is 
aromatic, about 5 minutes. Serve hot, or 
let cool and serve over ice. Makes 
4 servings.

Cucumber Agua Fresca 

TOTAL 40 minutes 

8 medium cucumbers (about 10 ounces

Thin cucumber slices 

L Peel cucumbers, halve them lengthwise 
and scrape out seeds with a spoon. Slice 
into Va-inch-thick slices. 

2 . In a blender, puree about one-third 
of the cucumber and Vz cup water until 
smooth. Strain through a fine-mesh sieve 
into a large bowl. Discard solids. Repeat 
twice with remaining cucumber and 
water. Add lime juice and honey to the 
cucumber water, and transfer mixture to 
a pitcher. (Chill if time permits.) Serve 
over ice, garnished with cucumber slices. 
Makes 6 servings.

Mango Margarita

2 cups frozen unsweetened whole 
strawberries 
2 cups ice cubes 

In a blender, puree tequila, orange 
liqueur, lime juice, sugar, mango and 
strawberries. With the blender running, 
add ice cubes, one at a time, through 
opening in lid until mixture becomes 
slushy. Makes 5 servings.

16 6-inch corn or flour tortillas, warmed 
Assorted toppers (see page 72) 

L Thaw fish, if frozen. Rinse fish and pat 
dry. In a small saucepan, cook garlic and 
shallot in the butter and 1 tablespoon 
of the oil until garlic is just beginning 
to turn golden brown, about 6 minutes. 
Remove from heat; set aside. 

2 . Season fish with salt and pepper. Heat 
remaining 1 tablespoon olive oil in a 
12-inch nonstick skillet over medium- 
high heat. Cook fish, half at a time, for 4 to 
6 minutes or until fish flakes with a fork, 
turning once. Add oil as needed. 

3 . Return all fish to pan and break it into 
bite-size pieces with a fork.

HANDS ON 25 minutes 
TOTAL 2 hours 55 minutes 

1 3-pound beef brisket, trimmed of fat 
Salt 

Ground black pepper 
4 to 6 teaspoons ground ancho or 

New Mexico chile pepper or chili 
powder, divided 

2 tablespoons olive oil

Pick-a-Filling Tamales 

There are many ways to roll tamales; our 
instructions are a start point, and you’ll 
figure out what works for you. (If you get 
stumped, there are great how-tos online.) 
Buy extra husks in case any are unusable. 
HANDS ON 1 hour 15 minutes 
TOTAL 3 hours 15 minutes 

^2 cup shortening, chilled (4 ounces) 

cup unsalted butter, chilled 
iy 2 teaspoons salt 
iy 2 teaspoons baking powder 
3/^2 cups masa harina 
2 cups chicken or beef broth 
2 teaspoons chili powder (optional) 

40 corn husks 

Chicken, Chorizo or Cheese filling 
(recipes follow) 

L For masa: In a large bowl, beat 
shortening, butter, salt and baking 
powder with an electric mixer on 
medium speed about 2 minutes or until 
smooth. Alternately add masa harina and 
broth, beating until mixture is a thick, 
creamy paste. (Add chili powder at this 
time, if using.) Chill, covered, for 1 hour. 

2 . Meanwhile, in a large bowl, cover the 
corn husks with boiling water and place a 
plate over them as a weight to keep them 
submerged. Let stand 30 to 45 minutes or 
until soft and pliable. Drain well; pat dry. 

3 . To assemble: Lay a corn husk flat with 
the narrow end pointing away from you. 
Spread about 2 tablespoons of the masa 
into a roughly 3x4-lnch rectangle, with 
the 3-inch side closest to you, leaving a 
1-inch border of husk at the bottom and a 
couple inches on the sides. Spoon 1 
rounded tablespoon of Chicken, Chorizo 
or Cheese filling down center of masa. 
Fold the right or left side of the husk over 
the masa and filling to meet the opposite 
side, so the masa covers the filling. Fold 
over again, to create a long tube. Fold 
what had been the narrow end of the husk 
back toward you, over the tamale, and lay 
the tamale folded-side down on a platter. 
(The side that had been closest to you 
will remain open.) Repeat to make about 
40 tamales. If you’d like to tie the folded 
end in place, tear a few husks into strips 
for knotting around the tamales. 

4 . To steam: Pour enough water into the 
bottom of an extra-large Dutch oven to 
reach a depth of 1 Ve inches. Bring to boil- 
ing. Stand tamales upright in a steamer 


basket (if desired, place a cone-shape ball 
of foil in the center of the basket). Don't 
pack them too tightly, but fill the space. 
Carefully place basket in Dutch oven over 
boiling water. Reduce heat to medium- 
low. Cover and steam for 1)4 to iy 2 hours 
or until masa is spongy and cooked 
through (easily pulls away from the 
husk). Uncover and let stand 10 minutes 
before serving. Makes 20 servings. 

Chicken filling In a large saucepan, cook 
1 cup finely chopped onion in 1 teaspoon 
hot olive oil over medium-high heat for 

3 minutes. Carefully add % cup canned 
tomato sauce and 3 tablespoons taco 
seasoning mix. Cook, stirring constantly, 
for 3 minutes or until thickened. Stir in 
2/^2 cups finely shredded cooked chicken, 
Vfe cup chicken broth and one undrained 
4-ounce can of diced green chiles. Cook 
and stir until heated through. Cool to 
room temperature before using. 

Chorizo filling In a large skiUet, cook 1 
pound chorizo sausage over medium-high 
heat until browned; drain. If necessary, 
pulse in a food processor until the pieces 
are pea-size. Follow the Chicken filling 
recipe, omitting the broth and chicken 
and using V 2 cup tomato sauce and 

1 tablespoon taco seasoning mix. 

Cheese filling In a large bowl, toss 
together 3 cups shredded Monterey Jack 
or pepper Jack cheese, 1 tablespoon 
all-purpose flour and 2 tablespoons 
taco seasoning mix. Stir in two drained 
4-ounce cans diced green chiles.

DERBY, AKRON

Watch daily 
demonstrations of artists crafting spectacular forms 
from molten glass, or sign up for classes and studio 
sessions and try it yourself (must be 14 or older).

GERMAN VILLAGE, COLUMBUS 

This 2-mile-long sliver of brick streets and 19th- 
century working-class cottages is a thriving revival 
of Columbus’ heritage. (By 1865, a third of the city’s 
population was German.) Brick homes, tiny gardens, 
and dozens of retail and dining options — including 
Schmidt’s, which has been serving spaetzle and 
schnitzel since 1967 — pack this district just blocks 
from the Statehouse. Tour the neighborhood during 
the liber-popular Haus und Garten Tour (June 28), 
or try an architectural scavenger hunt (one of 
10 guided tours starting at the visitors center).

Skirt steak, which is similar to flank, 
tastes best medium-rare, so pull it off the 
grill when it reaches 135°. (The temp will 
rise a few degrees more as the steak rests.)

L Separate eggs; allow egg whites and 
yolks to stand at room temperature for 
30 minutes. Meanwhile, in an extra-large 
bowl, combine the flour, baking powder 
and salt; set aside.

2. In a large bowl, beat the egg yolks and 
granulated sugar with an electric mixer 
on high speed until yolks are pale yellow 
and doubled in size, about 3 minutes. Add 
whole milk and vanilla; beat 1 minute 
more. Pour yolk mixture over dry 
ingredients; fold together with a rubber 
spatula until combined. 

3. Thoroughly wash and dry the large 
bowl and beaters, then beat egg whites 
on medium speed until soft peaks form 
(tips curl when beaters are lifted). Add 


the brown sugar and continue beating 
until stiff peaks form (tips stand straight). 
Gently fold egg whites into the batter until 
just combined. Spread batter evenly in a 
greased 3-quart rectangular baking dish. 

4. Bake for 20 to 25 minutes or until a 
toothpick inserted near the center comes 
out clean. Cool in the pan on a wire rack.

■ MUST HAVE BEEN IN AN ADVENTUROUS MOOD 

when I signed up for an art class. I haven’t 
picked up a brush since my third-grade teacher 
took a long look at my painting of a horse and 
told me some people just aren’t artistically 
inclined. But here I am at Milwaukee’s Splash 
Studio, preparing to dive into one of the Midwest’s 
increasingly popular painting-and-sipping sessions. 

One of dozens of galleries nestled in the Historic 
Third Ward, Splash Studio represents the cultural 
community’s effort to infuse life with accessible art. 
Whether you’re in Milwaukee for a festival, a game or 
a photo with the riverfront Fonz statue, you’ll see art 
in aU the expected places (galleries, theaters, concert 
halls, festival grounds) and spot it in the spaces of 
everyday life (elevators, restaurants, hotels). 

At Splash, six of us settle into a gallery filled with 
professional artwork, including several boldly hued 
florals painted by our teacher. “We want people to 
experience art in a way that’s not passive,” Splash 
co-owner Marla Poytinger says. “Here, you don’t just 
look at the art. You can talk to the artists, learn from 
them, ask them an 5 d:hing.” 

Three hours later, I look incredulously at my canvas. 
It shows a natural wonderland, towering evergreens 
and tiny cottages with windows glowing under a starry 
sky. Photographer Kate Kinser, who doubles as the 




studio manager, hands me a mimosa. I toast the 
empowering discovery that I am at least a little 
artistically inclined. 

Inspiration keeps greeting me wherever I wander in 
the city. At Cafe Benelux and Market, known for its 
European-flair brunch and Belgian beer hst, black-and- 
white photos of staffers visiting Belgium to find new 
brews (and do a little cycling) join a large, stylized 
black-and-white painting of cyclists. Medieval sculp- 
tures, stained glass and weaponry cluster inside 
Mader’s, where classic German dishes shine. At Hudson 
Business Lounge, works by Third Ward artisans hang 
in the coffee bar, and the glass-walled storefront of 
Broadway Paper shows off the paper-craft sculptures 
hanging from the rafters and tucked among the wares. 

At the Milwaukee Ballet, performing in the ornate 
120-year-old Pabst Theater, lissome and kinetic 
dancers match the palatial theater’s presence. And the 
audience proves as passionate as the performers. 

“Shortly after I got here, I got clobbered over the 
head by an old woman with an umbrella,” says Artistic 
Director Michael Pink. “She was upset about some- 
thing that the ballet had done, I don’t know, maybe 
20 years ago. I can’t remember exactly what she was so 
bothered by, but I do remember thinking she was indic- 
ative of how committed and passionate the arts 
community is here in Milwaukee.” 

That enthusiasm makes the city a beloved destina- 
tion for touring artists. Take, for example, Summerfest. 
As the world’s largest concert smorgasbord, it draws 
more than 800 acts and some 900,000 fans to the city 
for an 11-day sonic binge. I join the crowds in the 
sprawling Henry Maier Festival Park near Lake 
Michigan to wander among nearly a dozen stages set 
against the backdrop of the city skyline. The sounds of

new-to-me indie rock, blues, reggae, pop and country 
acts drift along with me. As evening falls, I follow the 
flow of fans to the 23,000-seat Marcus Amphitheater, 
where Zac Brown Band’s comfortable brand of upbeat 
country has people grooving in the aisles. 

The art on display at the Grohmann Museum 
invites a more quiet form of contemplation as I take in 
a series of 17th-century oil paintings depicting Dutch 
medicine. The vivid images are technically stunning, 
and they make me thankful for our modern practices. 
Housed near classrooms and offices of the Milwaukee 
School of Engineering, Grohmann’s permanent The 
Man at Work exhibit displays more than 450 paintings, 
drawings and sculptures dating to the 16th century. 
They celebrate working-class industriousness by 
detailing the lives of brewers (an appropriate topic in 
this city), plus weavers, farmers, blacksmiths, doctors 
and fishermen.

Some of Milwaukee’s biggest works of art aren’t in galleries or sculpture 
parks— they’re on the street. We asked Sebastian Schmaling, principal at 
Johnsen Schmaling Architects, about his favorite functional pieces. 
“Milwaukee has an astonishing set of buildings,” Sebastian says. “When 
other cities started tearing down their fabric, I think Milwaukee had an 
awareness of the value of historic buildings.” He shared his take on the city’s 
gems, including breweries, a government office and works by famed 
architects Frank Lloyd Wright and Eero Saarinen.

Anyone can turn bits of coLorfuL glass 
and chips of broken pottery into great 

art at The Chicago Mosaic School. 


S treaks of maroon and navy, white and 
gold, and black and pewter gray sweep 
across artist Matteo Randi’s abstract mosaic 
like a tempest of color. But there is direction 
to the storm— the hnes of small tesserae (the 
irregularly shaped pieces of glass and 
pottery used to make mosaics) flow with and out from 
a central line. “That sense of direction, that’s anda- 
mento,” instructor Casey Van Loon explains to our 
curious class. 

A handful of us have come to Ravenswood for a 
hands-on introduction to the centuries-old art of 


mosaics in The Chicago Mosaic School’s basics class. 
After discussing the differences between Roman and 
Byzantine mosaic styles in the school’s on-site gallery, 
we head into the studio, where we get to put our new- 
found knowledge to work on square ceramic tiles. 

On a piece of paper, I sketch my tile design: stylized 
beach grass reaching toward the sky for strong 
andamento. Then I choose my materials from bins 
filled with sheets of jewel-tone stained glass, brown 
and gray pebbles, plastic buttons and other found 
objects (a stray earring, broken shells, pieces of colorful 
glazed pottery).

“Glass is brittle and temperamental, 
rarely behaving the way you want. But 
this fickleness becomes part of the 
mosaic design process,” Casey says. 

That irregularity, she explains, makes 
tesserae distinct from straight-edged 
manufactured tile, and it adds energy 
to the mosaic. 

At my work table, I snip the stained 
glass into glittering shards. Then it’s time to experiment 
with different configurations of glass and buttons on my 
drawing; I’m working toward a design imbued with the all- 
important flow. Once satisfied, I smear a thin layer of 
mortar over my tile and transfer the design piece by piece 
before the mortar sets. 

When we lay our creations out for a group (tile) photo at 
the end of class, they reflect the colorful swirls and strong 
lines we sought. In three hours, we’ve gone from mosaic 
novices to masters of andamento. (Or, at the least, 
experienced apprentices.) M4

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Winging it 

Whether you want your fried chicken to be the 
uLtinnate in connfort food or a trendy twist on a 
classic, the Windy City has you covered. Here are 
three distinct takes on this Southern staple. 


I The Roost Carolina Chicken 

Devotees pack this 30-seat 
restaurant in Lakeview until it’s 
standing room-only while waiting for the 
specialty bone-in fried chicken. Owner 
Joe Scroggs, a native of Pittsboro, North 
Carolina, uses his family’s heirloom 
technique: bathing each piece for more 
than 20 hours in buttermilk brine, onions, 
garlic, sugar and Louisiana hot sauce. 
Then he adds more heat by dredging the 
bird in cayenne-laced flour before frying 
it crispy. A fluffy homemade buttermilk 
biscuit comes on the side (312/261-5564; 
theroostcarolinakitchen.com). 

Honey Butter Fried Chicken 

Chicago’s Avondale neighborhood 
produces some seriously good 
eats. Lucky for fried-chicken fans. Honey 
Butter Fried Chicken is now a permanent 
fixture there. Born from a series of 
pop-up dinner events, this corner 
restaurant draws patrons hungry for its 
boneless chicken pieces seasoned with 


garlic, cayenne pepper, onion powder 
and, postfryer, smoky paprika. Join the 
masses and slather your chicken with 
creamy honey butter (served with each 
meal) and pair it with a side of pimento 
mac ’n’ cheese (773/478-4000; 
honeybutter.com). 

3 Chicken Shop London-import 

Chicken Shop gained a reputation 
for tender, golden-brown 
rotisserie chickens. But it’s fried chicken 
and waffles that make this stop a 
weekend hot spot.
